If any radical element at-) 
tempts to interfere with enforce- 
ment of law and order, we are pre- 
pared to smash it immediately, The 
mayor {s directing affairs from his 
office in the City hall, and the Brit- 
ish flag is flying over the building.” 


Mayor Gray is certainly a cheer- 
ful liar. As an unconscious} 
humorist he has them all lashed 
to the mast. The citizens whose} 
money cannot buy food, or fuel, or 
clothing, or gasoline or even milk ; | 
or who having these articles for 
sale cannot sell them, unless per- 
mitted to do so by the Soviet gov- 
ernment of the city ‘‘need not 
worry.’’ Of course not. All they 
have to do is to go hungry, or 
bankrupt, or both. As long as 
they are willing to submit to these 
conditions law and order will he 
maintained, according to Mayor 
Gray.

A commencement Will be made to enlarge the present system with modern equipment which will take care 
of the demands for service for an estimated period of two years. The existing system will be retained as at present, 
and will operate in conjunction with the new additions which can be added to as requirements demand. 


The Necessity For a New Main Office Building 


The present Main Office will not accommodate any more equipment. It will therefore be necessary to con- 
struct a new office building in which the new equipment would be installed, and to which tuture extensions to the 
system would be made. This arrangement will obviate the necessity of junking any of the present system until 
such time as a definite policy for a complete change of equipment can be financially justified. ; 


Why The First Proposal Is Not at 
Present Advocated 


The original proposal for relieving congestion to the system required an expenditure of over $900,000.00, and 

contemplated an entire change of system. This would have given unlimited facilities and improved Service without 
any changes for a number of years. This proposal was dropped in favor of the present one, which will cost ap; 
proximately $260,000.00 and will be a commencement of the original plan with the minimum amount of new equip- 
ment. There are many operating difficulties to be overcome before this scheme can be carried out, but as it repre- 
sents an immediate saving of over $700,000.00, it is now put forward as the logical plan for temporarily overcoming 
the congestion of the system until conditions fully warrant a complete change.

MAJOR GENERAL WILSON PAYS TRIBUTE TO THE CPR. 


The following extract of an interview with Major-General Wilson, C.M.G., G.O.C. 4th Military District, appeared in the Montreal 
Gazette of Saturday, April 26th, and has been issued to all officers and employees under the signature of Mr. A. D. MacTier, Vice-Presk 
dent of Eastern Lines: ‘ 

“While all those enraged in the transportation of troops deserve commendation in this connection, I think special tribute 
be paid to the C, P. R., which has to its credit a record of punctuality, service and efficiency in the handling of troop trains which io 
truly be described as amazing. It is so often the last lap in the race that counts, and the last lap provided by the C, P, R. has left « f 
ing of satisfaction in the minds of the men that has been of untold benefit. 

Take, for instance, the record of train arrivals since February 2nd, covering two months of difficult transportation weather. Iq 
spite of all the uncertainties of blizzards and snowstorms, out of 160 troop trains handled by the C P. R. in that period, only nine did 
not arrive on time—and of these nine the delays were, in several cases, due to delays not on the C. P. R., but on connecting lines. Bvea 
when the trains have been delivered late to the C. P. R. at a junction point, as, for instance, the train carrying the 14th Regiment, thaf 
time has been made up so as to bring the train into the depot on the second.
